' POPES, EMPERORS, &C. 

M thoſe Doarines of the Roxwiſh Faith, which, 

#. when believed and practiſed, muſt be highly 
prejudicial to , or be ſufficient to diſturb all civil 
Governments 3 and have demonſtratively proved , 

that men whoſe Conſciences are guided by the Romiſh 
Caſaiſts, or who have heartily embraced the Princz- 
ples of that Religion, can give us no ſecurity that 
they will not diſturb the Government by which they 
are protefted : But few ( ifany ) have of late made 
it profeſledly their buſineſs to "Bat of. what may be 
expected by ſuch as they are pleaſed to call * Hi 
ticks, when they are ſo unhappy as to be ſubject to 


a Prince who hath embraced the Romiſh Faith, and

ANY of late have excellently diſcourſed of 
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4H 
toa Clergy which doth own the Privciples of that 
Communion; Which being in this prelent JunCure of 
Afﬀtairs a moſt important Tubjed , I hope it will not 
feem either unſeaſonable or unprofitable to diſcourſe 
briefly on that head. Now what ſuch perſons may ex- 
pect to ſuffer we may learn from what already hath 
been decreed by them concerning Hereticks , and. 
what they have already practiſed. 


$. I. The Laws Eccleſjaſtical and Civil made a-- 
eainſt Hereticks , by Popes, Kings, Emperors, and 
Councils, may be reduced to theſe Heads 3- 1. Laws 
made for the Prefervation of the Members of the R. 
Church from falling into that which they call Hereſee ; - 
2. The Laws made for the Diſcovery of Hereticks , 
their Favourers, Abettors, or ſuch as they ſuſpeR to 
be inclinable to Eereſte 5 now they are either ſuch as 
do empower Perſons to be active 1n enquiring after 
ther, and do encourage them: to make Diſcoveries 
of this nature, or ſuch as lay an Obligation on them- 
to be diligent in making theſe Enquiries and Diſco- 
veries, and upon others to affiſt them -in fo doing. 
Or, 3. Laws which concern the Puniſhment of Here- 
ticks diſcovered fo to be, and the Engagement which 


they lay upon men to. execute theſe Puniſhments up- 
on them. | 


$. 1. And, r. So conſcious are the Romfh Prelates 
of the gro's Abſurdity and the apparent Folly of their 
own DoQqrine, and the plain Contradicion that it 
bears, in many of its Articles, to Scripture and the

Either the R. Councils provincial and general , and 
the great Monarch of the Church doe well in anima- 
ting and exciting all R: Catholicks to fight againſt all 
Hereticks, expell them out of their Dominions, and 
execute theſe Laws upon them3 and in propoſing 
the Rewards forementioned, as Bleſlings certainly to 


be obtain'd by all who do engage under the Banner 


of the Croſs for their Deſtrucion. And all the Ro- 
714n Catholicks did well, who, in Obedience to their 
Commands, and ExpeQation of theſe Bleſſings, ha- 
zarded, and loſt their Lives, by their Endeavors to 
extirpate Hereticks, or who did wmwrther and maſſacre 
ſo many millions of Hereticks, And conſequently , I 
alſo ſhall do well, and may expe theſe Bleſſings, by 
ating as they did; or elſe theſe Popes and Conncils, 
and all thoſe R. Catholzcks who fought, or ated, or 
did encourage others to at thus againſt all Hereticks, 
were truly guilty of all the Chriſizar Bloud which in 
thoſe Wars, between the Heretick and Catholick, was 
ſpilt, and all the barbarous Maſſacres and horrid 
Myrthers which have been committed upon Here- 
ticks. And if ſo, Why do I own that Chyrch, that 
Pope, thoſe Conncils, who have been guilty of theſe 
horrid Crimes, and theſe notorious Marks of Anti- 
chriſt 5 and which hath often ſainted, but never in 
the leaſt diſcountenanced, but kept communion and 
good correſpendence with the Authors of them. 

2. This further will appear, if we conſider that 
the ſame Prizciples which do oblige a Popiſh Prince 
to own that Faith, oblige him alſo to execute theſe 
ſanguinary Laws upon thegHeretick, whatſoever Pro- 
miſes or Obligations he hath made unto the contra- 
ry.

A. D. 1323. John the Twenty ſecond commands 
Lewis of Bavaria to ceaſe from all Adminiſtration of 
the Empire, and never to aſſume it again , without 
the Approbation of the Apoſtolick See; and ths Was

Our own Dominions will afford a fad and lamentable 
Inſtance of this thing. For © when the men of Nor-

* know of Queen Mary, whether ſhe would alter 
* the Religion ſet up in King Edward's dates, ſhe 
« pave them full Aſſurance, that ſhe would never 
* make any Innovation or Change, but be conten- 
* ted with the private Exerciſe of her own Religion. 
* And, on the twelfth of Apri/, ſhe made an open 
* Declaration in Council, That, although her Conſct- 
* ence was ſtayed in the Matters of Religion , yet 
* ſhe was reſolved not to compell or ftrain others, 
* otherwiſe than God ſhould” put into their hearts a_ 
* perſuaſion of that Truth ſhe was in; but, notwith- 
{tanding:theſe Engagements, as ſoon as ſhe was well 
eſtabliſhed 1n the Throne , ſhe preſently began, and

ding out and apprehending, and in committing to the 
Gaol all Hereticks, with all that favor and abet them, 
that is, he is to doe the Office of a Bazlif, Conftable, 
and a Gaol-keeper to a bloudy Bozrer , or any other

Perſon deputed by his Holineſs for the Deſtruction of 
his SubjeFs. Moreover, as he would avoid the hea- 
vy Cenſures of the Church, he muſt oblige himſelf by 


Oath, not onely to rob and ſpoil his Proteſtant Subs 
jeFs of their Goods, and put them'Mo Chains and 


Fetters, but alſo to exterminate them out of his 
Kingdoms and Dominions , and when they are by 
the 1-quiſttors or Biſhops delivered up into his hands, 
he muſt preſently commit them to the Flames, that 
is, he muſt perform the Office of the Hangman or 
Executioner for H. Church. And, if he be remiſs or 
backward in butchering his S»bje&s for their Conſct- 
ence ſake, he muſt then be deprived of all his Dozzz- 
27i0x5, and they muſt be diſpoſed of to Perſons more 
enclined. to a& theſe bloudy Tragedies upon them. 
And, laſtly, if he hath bound himſelf by Promiſes 
or Oaths to deal more mildly with them, and to per- - 
mit them to enjoy their own Relzg7oz,, or hath enga- 
ged not ro execute theſe Sanguinary Laws upon - 
them , he muſt repent of this his horrid Wickedneſs ,

#3 Hereticorum call'd his Holineſs. For this hath been 
the conſtant buſineſs of that See from the Twelfth 
Century till of late, to call upon all Catholick Prin- 
ces to ruin both the Souls and Bodies of thoſe $#b- 
jeFs who. refuſed :to obey the Church of Rowe, or 
become SrbjeF&s to his Holineſs. And to chaſtiſe thofe 
Princes who did countenance any ſuch Se&Fs or Here- 
ſes, or who refuſed to deſtroy and murther them. 
"How induſtriouſly they have promoted , how vehe- 
mently they have. excited Princes and other Gover- 
20rs to theſe inhuman Perſecutions, will appear from 
the enſuing Inſtances collected from the Arzals of 
their own Spondany. 

In the beginning of the Thirteenth Century the 
Perſecution waxed hot againſt the Albigenſes and 
Waldenſes , by reaſon of the Fiery Zeal of Innocent 
the Third againſt them 3 who in the years 1208, and 
E210. excited Ph3/ip, King of France, to fight againſt 
Raimumnd , the Count of Toloſe, and to expell him 
with his Adherents out of his Dominions , becauſe 
he was a Favorer .of Hereticks. A. D. 1209. he pro- 
miſeth to all confeſsd and penitent Cr»ſado's , that 
would take up Arms againſt them , the Remiſſzon of 
Sins, and Abſolution from Penance, whereupon theſe 
Cruſado's beſiege, and take the City of Bezzers, and 
deſtroy in it Sixty or Seventy Thouſand Souls. 

An. Do. 1211. Innocent the Third writes to the 
Count of Toloſe, not to receive into his Territories 
the Albigenſian and Waldenſian Hereticks , declaring 
that, if he ſhould negle& to obey this Command , 
he would give up his Dominions to be poſleſled by 
the Exterminators of Hereticks, as afterwards be _- ; 
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A. D. 1229. Gaufred, the Legate of the Apoſtolick

A. D. 1234. Gregory the Ninth excites Lydovicws , 
King of Fraxce, to reſtrain the Albigenſtan Hereticks, 
and, in the ſame year, by the Authority of the ſame 
Gregory, expedition is made againſt the Hereticks 
dwelling in the Confines of Saxony, Friffa and Bre- 


-#ex, the Croſs is preach'd up, and the ſame Privile- 


ges which were granted to. thoſe who went to the 
Holy Land , were promiſed to thoſe Cryſado's who 
ſhould take up Arms againſt the Hereticks, Ar. Do. 
1235. He ſet forth an Edi& againſt them, which cau- 
ſed many of them to be burnt. 

A. D. 1238. Pope Gregory the Ninth excites Bela , 
King of Hx»gary, to fight againſt 4/a»#4, Lord of 
Bulgaria, becauſe he had revolted from the Obedi- 
ence of the Rowan See to the Schiſr: and Hereſje of 
the Greeks, and he ſolicits the Cr»/ado's, gathered 
for the aſſiſtence of the Holy Land , to fight againſt 
him , by promiſing to them the ſame Privileges upon 
their expedition againſt him. 

A. D. 1254. Innocent the Fourth ſets forth divers 
Conſtitutions againſt Hereticks and their Favorers , 
commands the Croſs to be preach'd up againſt them, 
and gives the ſame Privileges and Indulgences to all 
Cruſado's, who engage againſt them, which had been 
granted by a general Council to thoſe jwho went to 
the Holy Land.

A.D. 1307. Clement the Fifth ſent his Legate with 


an Army of Cruſado's againſt the Dulciniſts, who de- 
nyed the Pope and other R. Prelates to be true Pa- 


ſtors, becauſe they lived not according to the Rules 


of the Goſpel, by which Cruſado's the Dylciniſts were 
forced up into the Alpes, where they were partly de- 
ltroyed by the Sword, partly by Cold and Hunger ; 
Dulcinus himſelf, with ſome of his Companions, be- 
ing taken, they were brought to Verce/es, and there 
cut in pieces, and afterwards their ſcattered pieces 
were committed to the Flames. On 

A. D. 1335. Benedi& the Twelfth excites Job , 
King of Bohemia, and the Biſhop of Almnts, againſt 
ſome Hereticks who came thither out of German 
and the neighboring Places : And Edward the Third 
of England, againſt the Hereticks in [reland, who (aid 
the Sacrament was not to be adored. 

_ A.D. 1352. Clement the Sixth writes to Peter de 
Montibas, an Inquiſitor, and to all Prelates and Rec- 
tors to perſecute the Hereticks in the Province of 4m- 
brun , this Perſecution makes them fly into Calabria. 
And Ar. Do. 1353. Innocent the Sixth writes to the 
King of Sicily to affiſt the Inquiſitors of Hereſie a- 
painſt them there. 

A. D. 1372. Gregory the Eleventh excites Charles 
the Fourth, Emperor of Germany , and other Princes 
of that Nation, to extirpate the Heretic4s called Be- 
gard;z and Bequini, who again ſprang up in Germany. 

A. D. 1374. He writes to the Archbiſhop of Prague, 
and to Charles the Emperor , to punilh one Malleſpus 
an Heretick and his Followers, and to afliſt the [nquz- 


ſctors 1n lo doing. 


A. D. 1375. The Hereticks abounding in the Pro- 
vinces of Daxphine, Savoy, and other neighboring 
Places,

Places 3 the ſame Pope writes vehement Letters to 
the Prelates and RedFors of thoſe Provinces , and to 
Charles, King of France, to labor with the Inquiſitors 
to root them out of thoſe Provinces. | 


A. D. 1377: pe writes to the King of England , 
and to the Chance/or of Oxford, to extirpate the Er- 
rors of Wickliff. 

In the Fifteenth Century, 4. D. 1409. Alexander 
the Fifth commands the Wicklefiſts to be apprehen- 
ded and condemned as Hereticks, by requeſting the 
Aid of the Civil Magiſtrate, 

A. D. 1422. Branda, a Cardinal, was ſent by May- 
tin the Fifth, to proſecute the Holy ar againſt the 
Huſfites. 

A. D. 1427. Martin the Fifth gives to Henry of þ. 193. $ 1- 
Winton ample Power to raiſe an Army of Cruſado's 
againſt the Wicklefiſts and Huſſztes, promiſing to them 
the ſame Privileges which were granted to them who 
went to the Holy Land.
